The story of the operations at Port. 


Arthur, as far as it has been given 
otft, is intensely interesting, 
and 


shows that there has'be'en an almost 
uninterrupted Assault of the most des- 
perate character, from Nov. 20 to Dec. 
10, when the Japanese, after losing 
over 22,000 men, captured 203-meter 
hill, and were able from that position 
to shell the stmadron in the Port Ar- 
thur roadstead. There the official act 
ends, but it is explained that the Jap- 
anese do not occupy the top of the 
hill, which is still exposed to'a deadly 
fire from the Russian artillery. 'The 
Japanese are using a plunging fire 
from .very heavy guns from both sides 
and crest of "hills, but that this is 
efficiently directed is shown by the 
damage suffered by the Russian squad- 
ron. The Japanese are credited with 
using 11-inch and 16-inch mortars and 
howitzers. The effect of these must 
be most deadly when turned upon the 
neighboring forts. 


The public reception 
of General' 


Stoessel's dispatches as a whole is 
not bad. Every voice is loud in praise 
of General Stoessel's defense of Port 
Arthur, while the authorities assert 
that tke main line of forts has not ye*t 
been broken. The Japanese so far 
have used every device of engineering1 
skill in making approaches, but with 
enormous sacrifices have been able to 
take only the outer defenses. It is de- 
clared the garrison probably will be 
able to hold out a considerable time 
yet. 


Stoessel's Reports. 


General Stoessel reports as follows: 
"I am happy to inform your majesty 


that on Nov. 20, after an increased 
bombardment, the Japanese attacked 
one of the forts on the northeastern 
front and leaped, with a portion of 
•their forces, on the parapet. They 
•were annihilated by rifle fire and the 
bayonet and thrown back into the 
trenches. 
Their reserves were scat- 


tered" by shrapnel. From Nov. 21 to 
Nov. 
23 the enemy violently bombard- 


ed the fort and, in spite of great 
losses, effected by their perseverance 
a passage between two forts on the 
northeastern front. At 5:30 o'clock in 
.the evening of Nov. 23. after heavy 
firing, the Japanese suddenly hurled 
themselves against several works on 
this front and seized a portion of the 
trenches, but they were thrown back 
by the reserves after a fierce bayonet 
struggle. 
They returned to the as- 


sault after midnight aad again occu- 
pied a part of the trenches, but were 
annihilated by our bayonets. At 2 
o'clock in the morning all was over, 
and your majesty's heroic troops were 
able to rest and start repairing the 
damage caused by the bombardment. 
From the 20th to the 24th the Jap- 
anese lost more than 2,000 men. All 
of our troops behaved as heroes. Bom- 
bardment of the town and harbor con- 
tinues daily. A number of buildings 
have been destroyed and the harbor 
has sustained some damage. The gar- 
risons are in excellent spirits."

WORK OF STORM 


A Score of Ships High and 


Dry on Coast, 


THE MOST VIOLENT IN YEARS 


Belated Ocean Liners Report Heavy 


Weather During the Entire 


i\"ew York, Dec. 19.—The blinding 


snowstorm which has raged alone; tha 
Atlantic coast is responsible, it is be- 
lieved, for a number of vessels run- 
ning aground. Wh?n communication 
is restored it is believed many mishaps 
will be reported. At times the velocity 
ol the wind reached GO miles an hour 
and damage to all kinds oi" shipping is 
believed to be heaviest since the awful 
storm, of 1898. Four men were lulled 
and four seriously injured in the burn- 
ing of the big Stanard 
eoir.pany's 


barge- No. 91, off New Jersey coast 
yesterday. 
The tug Stanarcl arrived 


in oprt this morning with the wounded 
men. 
The dead arc:' Captain G. P. 


Stokes, 4. Salt, engineer; L. Brandt, 
fireman, and an unknown seaman. The 
fire was causeO by a mysterious explo- 
sion. 


Moscow, Dec. 19.—This ci£y was the 


scene of a revolutionary 
demonstra- 


tion, 5,000 people 
actually 
partici- 


pating. Fortunately the -agitators did 
not succeed in drawing the working- 
men from the factories intojtbe dis- 
turbance, and after many collisions, 
the police'.firing blank volleys and. 
charging with their sabers^ifas. crowds, 
were finally dispersed. 
Many were 


•wounded and more were arrested. As 
far as is known none of the rioters 
•was killed. One policeman is reported 
to have been fatally injured. Many on 
both sides were roughly handled. 


The 'authorities knew in advance 


that trouble was impending, and many 
houses along Tverskai street were 
specially guarded, and extra police- 
men were on duty in the streets. Sev- 
eral squadrons of mounted gendar- 
merie were concealed in the court- 
yards of houses, ready for any emer- 
gency. The crowds began to collect 
in Tverskai street, students, young 
men and women mixing with the gen- 
eral public. The thoroughfare was 
soon congested with a mass of moving 
humanity, which converged on Strast- 
nia square, where 8,000 persons as- 
sembled, many armed with clubs and 
carrying flags. The crowd, singing, 
moved toward the palace of Grand 
Duke Sergius, the governor general of 
Moscow. The police attempted 
to 


block the street whereupon the trou- 
ble, began in earnest. The crowd 
broke through the cordon. Battalions 
of police were brought up at double 
quick to reinforce their 
comrades. 


Sticks and stones were freely used by 
the mob, which threatened to again 
break through the cordon. The police, 
under orders of their chief, fired sev- 
eral blank volleys, and mounted men 
charged, using the flats of their 
swords. 


Many of the 
demonstrators 
who 


brok,e through the cordon of police 
paraded in side streets in smaller 
groups, waving flags and singing. A 
crowd of 500 collected in front of tHe 
theater, and revolutionary flags were 
hoisted amid shouts of "Long live 
freedom!" 
The police were not pre- 


pared at this point and the crowd, 
gathering volume, moved from the 
square to Neglina street and Kromi- 
nestki bridge, the chief street of Mos- 
cow, where the police met them. An- 
other stubborn fight ensued, ending, 
as the first had clone, with three blank 
volleys and saber 
charges.

shops were turned into hospitals, 
where the wounds of both rioters and 
police were temporarily dressed.

There was 
little inte.ruption of traffic, 13,000 
shovelers and 4..000 teams being set to 
work as soon as the snow ceased fall- 
ing to clean off the principal thorough- 
fares.

Granville, O., Dec., 10.—The election 


leld here on Saturday on the proposi- 
tion to permit or prohibit the sale of 
ntoxicating liquors in the village as 
a beverage, resulted in an overwhebn- 
ng victory for the "drys." The vote 
cast was as follows. 


In favor of the prohibition of 
the 


iqtior traffic, 298. 


Against the prohibition of the liquor 


traffic, 4G. 


Practically the entire vote of the 


village was oast at this election which 
resulted in a most emphatic protest 
against the sale of intoxicating liquors 
by nearly seven to one. 


When the result was announced in 


the evening after the vote had been 
:ounted, the church bells were rung 
and at the services in the various 
churches on Sunday, the result was 
feelingly alluded to by the pastors, and 
rejoicing has been held throughout the 
village ever since. 


Especial interest was taken in pro- 


libiting the liquor traffic in the vil- 
lage on account of the presence of so 
many young men—students of Deni- 
son University. 
All the members of 


the faculty of Denison University, the 
pastors of the church, and" Mr. John 
Sample and the ladies of the village 
took special interest in the cause of 
the "dry" element in the 
contest, 


which was so abundantly victorious. 


A question was raised Saturday as 


to the legality of the wording- of the 
ballot but prominent 
lawyers 
were 


consulted at Newark and they gave an 
opinion that the ballot was legal. The 
talk of contesting the election in view 
of the onesided result, has entirely 
subsided.
